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FOOTBALL, 1942 


The return of three letter men didn’t 
offer Coach Gibby Graves a very bright 
future. However, the squad consisted of 
twenty-five good spirited boys. The first 
team was made up of six seniors, two 
juniors, and three sophomores. An early 
scrimmage with Milton Academy proved 
to be useful in selecting a first team for the 
Cambridge game. Inasmuch as we did 
not have our eleven best men playing we 


couldn’t take Cambridge school. We lost 
a well played game to Brooks. It was a 
game we didn’t mind losing because of the 
fact that every man tried his best. Two 
scrimmages with Weston and Newton helped 
us iron out a few of our weaknesses. 
Roxbury Latin took us by three touch- 
downs but the B. &N. good spirit still 
prevailed. Up at Belmont we lost by a 
lone touchdown but from the Belmont Hill 
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headmaster came these words, “Nice game, 
Captain,—you and your team won a moral 
victory all the way.” The Rivers game 
looked dark for us at first but we came 
crashing through and caused the game to 
end in a deadlock. 

Now let’s interview the individual ac- 
complishment. At left end we had Woody 
Smith who was by far one of the best 
defensive ends that I have seen. At right 
end we had Johnny MacNeil. He was the 
best pass receiving end and broke up the 
interference on many an end sweep this 
season. At left tackle we had Roger Daland. 
John Chandler was the best of our tackles 
and proved this in the Brooks game. 
Eldred Mowery was our left guard and 
stopped everything that came at him but 
took a lot of punishment on most plays. 
Frank Stewart White, a junior, was the 
best defensive guard that B. & N. has had 
inalong time. He has the charge of a bull 
and proved a powerful player. Herb Mayo, 
center, had the most difficult job in the line 
but he qualified well for it. He backs up 
the line with good power and brought many 
a back down. In the backfield we had 
Tom Dillon doing most of the ball carrying. 
He is very capable of open-field running 
and can pass well. He is the fastest man 
on the team and was usually in front of his 
blockers. At right half we had Bob Ganz 
and Pete Powers who both tried hard to 
equalize each others’ talents. Ganz will be 
temembered for a long time for his bone- 
crushing tackles and Powers for his brilliant 
Teverse runs. At fullback we had Benny 
Moskow who took two periods to get mad. 
In the second half of any game he could be 
Compared with the best line buckers. At 

uarterback we had “Banger” Benton who 


couldn’t decide whether to think about 
studies or football so he went to bed in- 
stead. He’s the one who did some kicking, 
some passing, and also the one who offered 
to take the ball when we were on the 
enemy’s one yard line. 

The substitutes are all deserving of 
credit and certainly had what it took to 
make up a good second team. The ends 
were Field, Fifield, and King. The tackles 
and guards were Beattie, Hunneman, 
Sharmat, Denigot, and Christensen. The 
backs were Hansen, Knowlton, and Hayden. 
Our managers, Chalfen and Hovey, did a 
good job, but the sincere coaching of 
“Gibby” Graves cannot beoveremphasized,

Eighteenth Annual Report 
to the Alumni 


This is the first message I am privileged to address 
to you as President of the General Alumni Association 
and, as is the custom, its purpose is to inform every 
graduate of Exeter, wherever he may be, about last 
year’s Christmas Fund, as to how many contributed, 
how much was raised, and as to what was done with 
the money. 


From fairly wide opportunities to observe, it seems 
to me that the achievements last year were extraor- 
dinary. Dr. Perry’s letter to the Alumni went out last 
December just about the time of the dastardly attack 
at Pearl Harbor. The activities of the Class Agents 
were carried on in the very opening months of our 
grim struggle against Axis aggression. The work had 
to be done in a time of intense activity and crisis. In 
the face of all this, over twenty-one hundred individual] 
contributions were raised—a record for the twenty 
years of the Fund. 


Last year’s figures are given in detail on the 
following pages. In Summary, exactly 2,107 Exeter 
men contributed a total of $14,316.13. 


The importance, Significance, and purpose of the 
Fund are told to us admirably by Dr. Perry each year 
at Christmas time. The great good that your con- 
tributions do is clearly demonstrated further by the 
items listed on the following page of the Fund expendi- 
tures. Fifty-seven scholarships, ranging from $15.00 
to $205.00, were awarded on the usual term basis to 
forty-five boys. 


From the Discretionary Fund, Dr. Perry was able 
to do many worth while things for some of the boys, 
taking care of emergencies and unforeseen expenses not 
included in the regular school budget. The Permanent 
Fund is growing rapidly. With last year’s addition 
of $4,365.95, in its sixth year it totals $29,535.42. 


A job well done last year and those who did the 
work have the heartfelt thanks of every one of us. 
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But now our concern is for the days to come. In the 
noteworthy achievements of the past can be found the 
assurance that the accomplishments in the year ahead 
will increase the number of contributions and the total 
amount given and thus further enhance the great 
good the Fund does for the boys at school each year. 


Let us face the facts. We shall have to work hard 
but we shall succeed. We will be confronted with 
greater sacrifices and obligations, and with more de- 
mands upon our time and energy. But it is in times 
like these that men rise to their greatest heights—that 
they respond to the call with a deep appreciation of 
their responsibilities. We are in the midst of the most 
titanic struggle in the history of mankind, and although 
the outcome will in large measure be determined by 
the armed forces at sea, on the land and in the air, the 
vital factor will be found in the conduct of the people 
back home. The home front is the Second Front of 
this war. Upon the home front rest grave responsibili- 
ties, not the least of which is the maintenance of our 
ideals. It was in defense of these ideals that our 
battlefronts were created. 


Included in these ideals are our democratic insti- 
tutions—among which Phillips Exeter Academy has 
shone like a beacon light since 1781. 


For her, we, in our times, must do our best. How- 
ever, we are facing unparalleled conditions. We can- 
not evade nor avoid the effects of wartime conditions. 
What we must do is meet conditions head on. We must 
be successful this year in spite of, or even because of, 
them. In other words, we must face the facts. Life 
and Liberty and our American Standard of living are 
at stake! There can be no question. 

If America, our form of government, and our 
democratic institutions, which include this great school 
of the days of our youth, are to survive, all that is 
needed, as Calvin Coolidge once said, is “for us to give 
what we think America is worth.”

Dr. William Otis Faxon, eminent 
physician for 67 years, died at the age 


of 89 on November 12, 1942. 
said for years that he would die in har- 
ness, and up to his 89th birday was 
making calls upon his patients and at- 
tending his office hours. His remarkable 
career and his friendliness through a 
fine personality will cause his memory 
to live in the hearts of his community 
for many years. 


Dr. Faxon, a native of Stoughton, 
Mass., was born October 24, 1853, a son 
of Ebeneazer R. and Harriet M. Faxon. 
He was graduated from Stoughton High 
School in the class of 1873 and then 
went to Boston University School of 
Medicine, from which he was graduated 
March 1, 1876. 


He had » 


He started in the practice of medicine 
in South Braintree, May 1, 1876, re- 
maining there four years, and continued 
as a practicing physician for more than 
66 years. In 1880 he returned to 
Stoughton and has practiced there ever 
since. 


Aside from his busy practice, he was 
a very versatile and active man. He 
served on the Directorate of the 
Stoughton Trust Company for many 
years. He served for ten years as presi- 
dent of the Norfolk County Republican 
Club. He served as representative in 
the Legislature in 1905-06, senator in 
1907-08 and was a delegate to the 
national republican convention in 1908. 
He was appointed medical examiner of 
the Fifth Norfolk district by Gov. 
Greenhalge in 1894, which office he held 
for more than forty years. He belonged 
to the American Medical Society and 
many other societies of his profession. 


On July 10, 1878, he married Susan 
Wales. They had one son, Dr. Nathaniel

| If a private family doesn’t buy 
| the place, the next best thing so 
far as Beacon Hill dwellers are 
concerned is to have the massive 
old house with its Bulfinch front 
and swan’s neck staircase taken 
over by some civic organization, 
school or society. These groups use 
the old homes “as they are,” keep- 
ing them until someone comes 
aiong to return them to their orig- 
inal status as single family homes. 

Just which way the Kehew home 
will go is still a mystery. Early 
this week Meredith & Grew, realty 
agents, auctioned off the furnish- 
ings and household equipment.

When Lincoln saw a circular announcing the forth- 
coming dedication ceremonies, he wrote the committee at 
Gettysburg that he would be present at the dedication of 
the new cemetery. Then, of course, the committee hastened 
to send a formal invitation to the President of the United 
States and told him that they would expect him to make a 
few remarks. 


It was a cold November day. The audience had listened 
to the orator of the day for two solid hours. When Lincoln 
arose to speak after Everett, there was little warmth in 
the reception given him. 


Lincoln himself felt that his remarks were a failure. 


In fact, his now famous Gettysburg Address received 
very little attention until it appeared later as a full page 
advertisement in a Washington newspaper.

I a week already overloaded with gruesome newspictures from 
the war, Boston added a terrible climax of civilian tragedy on 
Saturday night (Nov. 28) when more than 400 people lost their 
lives in a fire at a midtown night club. It was the worst U. S. dis- 
aster of its kind since the 1903 Iroquois Theatre fire in Chicago. 

A thousand merrymakers were packed in the Cocoanut Grove 
celebrating football victories and “getting away from the war” at 
10:15 p.m. when the floor show was scheduled to start. A bus boy 
struck a match to see how to screw a light bulb back into its sock- 
et. A tinsel palm tree nearby caught fire and havoc took the stage. 
The guests’ mad, headlong rush for the two inadequate exits end- 
ed by completely clogging all escape. More than the flames and 
stifling smoke, it was the hysteria and panic of the screaming, claw- 
ing crowds which piled up the dead like a dam. One chorus boy 
kept his head amid the pandemonium, directing entertainers to 
the safety of an adjacent roof through a second-story window.

“7. Bonfires, brush fires, burning fields, and outdoor fire- | 
places shall be extinguished completely by one-half hour after 
sunset. 2 


8. All other out-of-door lights of whatever nature and from : 


provisions, and not exempted by Paragraph 11, below, shall not ex- — 
ceed the intensity of a 15-watt incandescent lamp, and shall be © 
permanently shielded so that the cone of light is directly down- 
ward and does not exceed 90 degrees. 


Note: Outside lights over or beside your front door or garage 
are covered by this paragraph. 


9. Any light or reflection thereof visible from out of doors 
except those specifically exempted in Paragraph 11, below, which 
cannot be extinguished, completely obscured, or reduced in in- 
tensity in accordance with standard War Department Specifica- 
tions within five minutes of the sounding of the Se for a 
blackout, shall be permanently extinguished. 


Note: This means that lights should not be left on at night 
when your house is unoccupied. 


10. Because of the military necessity for obscuring the upper — 
half of headlights of automotive vehicles within the dimout area, — 
such vehicles will be permitted to operate with headlights so ob- — 
scured at a speed not in excess of thirty miles per hour anywhere — 
within the New England portion of the Eastern Military Area, as 
defined by Public Proclamation No. 1, Eastern Defense Command 
and First Army. of 


11. These regulations do not apply to the following classe 
of lights in New England. 


a. Official maritime or aerial navigation and obstruc~ 
tion lights. 2 


b. Railroad signal lights. 


12. Effective November 30, 1942, these regulations supe 
all previous regulations issued by this headquarters concerning 
control of artificial lighting within coastal dimout areas. 


Responsibility for compliance with these. regulations rests 1 
you.
